The news hit everyone at the Femme Finales office like a sledge- 
hammer. Derya was one of the sweetest, most charming and sexiest women tc 
grace the pages of the magazine. She was a talented actress and a beautiful woman. 

She was also a very gifted photographer, and we were looking forward to featuring her 
work in a future issue. 

Derya, often described as the Julia Roberts of Turkey, would get mobbed the 
moment she arrived in Istanbul. There, she was a huge star and often couldn’t wallc 
the streets, because she would be swarmed by her many fans. In America, however, 
you would never know of her fame. And she was as down-to-earth as you could imag- 
ine — funny, charming, and she rarely, if ever, talked about what a big star she was 
back home. 

When Derya did her photo shoot for FFwith photographer and columnist Paget 
Brewster and style editor Claire Carney, she was one of the most low-maintenance and 
ebullient women we've ever had the pleasure to work with. And Derya believed in 
Femme Fatales when many others didn't. 1 remember meeting with Derya to outline the 
new vision for the magazine for her, and she immediately wanted to be a part of it, 
whereas many publicists, managers and ^ents wanted to have nothing to do with us. 
But for Derya, it was a great opportunity to show America who she was... and, first and 
foremost, she believed in us. She seemed to have fun running around half-naked with 
the other girls in a myriad of skimpy outfits, while Paget shot the layout Derya defined 
forever what the Foreign Exchange column would be for the future. Shortly thereafter, 
she joined us for one of our frequent convention appearances and thanked us for the 
opportunity we gave her (when we should have been thanking her) and was also 
quick to provide autographs for the many new fans who came to see her. 

I knew Derya fairly well outside the magazine — she was a former girlfriend of one 
of my best friends — and none of us can believe she’s gone. No one ever expects to see 
a life snuffed out in its prime, but we are all consoled by what she offered in her too 
brief existence and remember fondly the very special person she was.

Marguerite is actu- 
ally an assassin, and for the bulk of 
the movie the audience as rwell as 
the bond character thinks I'm his 
wife, but, actually, it’s a big 
scheme. Basically, I'm an evil Bond 
chick. As he's trying to regain his 
memory I’m trying to seduce him 
and convince him I'm his wife. I 


have to be very seductive with 
him." Scream queen veterans 
Linnea Quigley and Brinke Stevens 
join Rochon in ttie zombie fest 
Stevens also cowrote Dr. Horror's 
Erotic House of Idiots, which was 
directed by Paul Scrabo and filmed 
in upstate New York. In it, Rochon 
plays Valerie Kenton, a young 
woman who goes to a clinic to 
straighten out her problems witii 
men. “It's a snappy comedy," 
Rochon says, "about these two out- 
of-w/ork horror mowe stars of 
yesteryear played by Conrad 
Brooks and Michael Thomas, who 
are looking after a friend's property 
while he is away.”

THE MAN’S MAN 



The master of the dramatic pause, 
William Shatner comes clean on 
women, sport and life. Byj<iffBond 


ITS PRETTY HARD TO GET THROUGH 
AN INTERVIEW WITH WILLIAM 
SHATNER WITHOUT BRINGING UP HIS 
INTERGALACnC ALTER EGO. CAPTAIN 
JAMES T. KIRK. Almost 40 years after Star 
Trek firet aired, the 73-year-oId actor still 
looks remarkably like the square-jawed 
Staifleet hero as preserved forever on the 
Sd H Channel, and by the time he starts 
explaining a famous battle strategy used 
by Alexander the Great, using those 
unmistakable hand gestures and that 
velvety, mesmerizing voice chockfull of 
dramatic pauses, you start to feel like a 
worshipful ensign in the Enterprise brief- 
ing room during a yellow alert It doesn’t 
help when Shatner’s assistant walks into 
his office and aimounces that “Leonard's 
on the phone." 

Nevertheless, with the self-control of a 
Vulcan, we managed-to make it through 
90 minutes with Shatner without 
mentioning Star Trek even once. And why 
not? Well, there's so much else to talk 
about Shatner’s been a masculine icon for 
decades, and he’s had his share of women 
both in front of and behind the cameras. 

But has the actor always been lucky with 
the opposite sex? That whole premise is 
wior^ — ‘luck with women,’" he sternly 
lectures, making us immediately sorry for 
asking such a stupid question. The object 
there is to score with a woman, and you 
get lucky if you score. The whole premise 
is turgid, which even sounds like 'turd.’ 
How exactly do you get lucky? Are you 
going to get her into bed, and do what? 
Orgasm? Whafs that? The whole object 
with women is love — romance and love 
and connection. 

"Connecting with a woman — only part 
of it is physical. In fact, only a minor part of 
it is physical The major part about making 
love is the emotional and spiritual connec- 
tions you make with a lady. Even a one- 
night stand has to have an essence of lust 
and romance combined. It's like saying that 
a good meal is a steak. It isn’t just a steak it’s 
wh^ you put on the steak, it’s what you 
had before the steak, what you have after 
the steak If red, raw meat is your object as a 
stu 4 then you’re wasting your time." 

Now I understand the relationship 
between happiness and... (insert appropri- 
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ately dramatic pause) ...love; 

But Shatner’s just warming up. “I'm not 
saying, Tlon't chase girls,'” he continues. 
“But the object — to score and to get lucky 
— you can’t jet lucky. What does that mean; 
get lucky? How are you getting lucky? 
Because she's goii^ to like you? If you’re 
going to get lucky and go to bed with a girl 
the instant you meet her then you'd better 
be careful what you're doing, because 
there's a reason she's doing that Either she's 
totally fucked up and you're readying your- 
self for a fatal attraction, or she’s trying to 
pass on a disease because she has a sense of 
Johimy Appleseed about her. or a variety of 
other reasons you can’t even think of — but 
she has no coimection to you. Sex without 
emotions... There's tire old joke about the 
longest moment of time being the span 
between your orgasm and her leaving — 
terrible. That’s so empty and lonely, and I’ve 
been there many times. It’s so forlorn, the 
loneliness of empty sex. It’s so bad that after 
a while it’s even worse doing it than not 
doing it at all" 

Tbday, Shatner remains a popular star 
almost as much for his self-mocking turn as 
a pitchman for priceline.com and rapping 
on the hITV Movie Awards as he does for his 
genuinely serious TV and movie rotes. It 
seems he can do just about anything, even 
host the 50th Annual Miss USA I^geant. 

■That’s an exercise in selfcontrol," the 
actor says about MCing the event, “hut 
mostly with the muscles of your eyes. You 
can't be lookingin the wrong place, because 
there are 20 photographers around, because 
that’s the shot theyhe going to print It’s like 
that famous photo of Sophia Loren bolting 
down at Jane Mansfield’s bodice. Thirty 
years later, that picture is still famous, so it's 
a whole exercise of riveting your attention 
on your eyes and to not let them wander 



astray' — which is also a good reason to 
wear dark glasses.” 

Shatner is an athlete who has eng^ed in 
extreme sports, learned karate and recently 
made a grand entrance by parasailing into a 
paintball competition that involved several 
thousand participants. So it comes as no 
surprise that the actor figured prominently 
on one of network television’s original real- 
ity shows; The Battle of the NetworkStars. 

“They frequently made me a captain.” he 
notes of the infamously silly 1970s physical- 
challenge program v/ith nary a hint of irony 
arsaxcssm.'BattieofdteNetwotkStars'f/asan 
interesting competition, because mixed in 
with the girly girls — and some of them 
were boys — were some guys who really 
wanted to win. like Bob Conrad During the 


competitions, I kept trying to remember my 
father — this honest, honorable guy — and 
there was Bob Conrad trying to break bones. 
He would do terrible things there was noth- 
ing he wouldn't do to win, which prompted 
my competitive spirit. You had to be smarter 
than him. He was so competitive he lost his 
brains. And I had to be competitive andkeep 
my brains." 

The actor nearly lost something more 



than his brains when he found himself 
facing a creature even more primitive and 
menacing than Robert Conrad in a 1970s 
episode of the ABC show The American 
Sportsman. That series — recently revived 
on ESPN — featured celebrities engaging in 
time-honored outdoor activities, including 
fishing and huntii^ but in a far less politi- 
cally correct time 

“I want to very clearly state that I’m 
against killing now," Shatner says, prefacing 
the story of how he once himted a large and 
dangerous bear with a mere bow and arrow 
for the Sportsman cameras. “At the time, I 
was into bow hunting, which seemed to be 
a fairly even standoff because stalking is 
everything, as we know in Hollywood We 
had a license — at that time there were

“Did you know that there’s a campaign on the Web to save 
Starbuck’s genitals?" Katee Sackhoff asks as we meet in front of a 
B^aurant in Beverly Hills. This is news to us, but since Sackhoff 
plays the part of fighter pilot Kara “Starbuck’ Thrace in the Sci Fi 
Channel’s Battlestar Gatactica remake, her casual use of the word 
“genitals” when referring to her character intrigues us. 
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Nevertheless, there are certain 
elements of this actress’ personality that 
make it peculiar that she’s playing a cigar- 
smoking, tough-talking space fighter jock. 
For one thing, she’s terrified of heights 
and is afraid to fly, although she’s found a 
remedy for that malady that the 1978 
vintage Starbuck — played by the 
equally able yet far less seductive Dirk 
Benedict — would surely approve ofi alco- 
hol "I just drink," Sackhoff says of her 
simple technique. "I love my Jack and 
Coke, so I’m fine.” 

Staibuck’s habit of smoking big, smelly 
cigars also doesn’t quite fit in with this strilc- 
ing blonde’s personality. “I smoked them on 
the show and I almost threw up," she 
admits. ‘We were doing this poker scene.

and 1 was so into the character that 1 had this 
huge cigar and took this huge mouthful of 
smoke, inhaled it and let it out — but my 
eyes started to water and I was turning 
greeiL I finished the scene, but I thought I 
was going to die.” 

Thankfully, Sackhoff pulled through. 
But she did die on-screen in Halloween: 
Resurrection. In fact, in that movie she 
completely lost her head. “That was the 
coolest thing ever!” the actress enthuses. 
When they shot it they put a blue-screen 
mask over my head so they could digitally 
remove it later. To make the prop head they 
had to put stuff over ray head, like the stuff 
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they use at the dentist to make a mold of 
your teeth. That all had to go over my head 
and I had to breathe through a straw, and 
okay, yes, I’m claustrophobic. But it's actu- 
ally quite calming once you relax and let 
the feeling of it sink in.” 

Once she’d gone through this arduous 
process, Sackhoff was rewarded with her 
own fake head. “I took it out of the box and 
it was crazy,” she recalls. “It really looked a 
lot like me. It didn't do anything, and they 
just rolled it down the stairs in the movie. 
But I wanted to keep it and mail it to my 
parents for Halloween. But supposedly they 
rot — they told me the head was going to 
rot, so I was like, "WeE can't I put it in a tank 
of formaldehyde or something?’ They were 
like, 'Sweetie, that’s just gross. You’re weird' 
I thought it would look pretty cool on a 
stake in front of ray parents’ house for 
Halloween. It would have been very Seuen- 
esque — open the box and Gwyneth 
Paltrow’s head is inside.” 

Yet the most horrific part of Halloween: 
Resunection for Sackhofr was the fact that 
she had a body double. “They wanted my 
character to lift up her shirt and show her 
bra. and I didn’t want to do it," she says. “I 
said I'd lift it up to show a little bit of my 
stomach and put the shirt back down. If I 
can’t bring my parents to see the movie, 
then 1 don't want to do it So without my 
knowledge they went back and brought in 
a body double [who'd] taken her shirt off 
and showed her bra, and I had no idea. I saw 
it with my parents, and when that scene 
came up they looked at me and were like. 
You did not do that,’ and I had to tell them 
it wasn’t me. Plus, her boobs were smaUer 
than mine — now people think I have 
small breasts!” 

The actress was a bit more comfortable 
taking her clothes off in an MTV television 
show called, appropriately enough. 
Undressed. "I did four or five of those, and I 
took my shirt off in that, too, actuaEy. It was 
one of those situations where for some 
reason when I was 19 1 was okay with it It 
was a sex scene, so it kind of had to be done. 
I was completely clothed underneath the 
sheets, but nobody knew that There are 
certain things 1 have a problem with and 
certain things I don’t, and the context of 
where things take place has a lot to do with 


that. For the Halloween thing, I wasn't 
comfortable with that, and I didn’t want to 
do it because I knew it was going to be seen 
on a broader scale. For the MTV thing, I was 
bored and I hadn’t worked a lot, and I felt 
comfortable with the director.” 

The fact is no matter how hard we beg 
for her to change her mind, Sackhoff is not 
comfortable with on-screen nudity at the 
moment. “At some point in my career, I 
might go for it and just do it, if it’s the right 
project and it’s not gratuitous, and I would 
talk to my parents about it first Right now. 
I'm 2 3 years old, and there’s no need for me 
to be taking my clothes off for the world.” 
Oh, the pain... the pain! 


Sackhoff keeps most of her clothes on in 
Battlestar Galactica — she just changes her 
character's sex. Sackhoff, who was not even 
bom when the original series aired, admits 
that she was unfaimliar with the 1978 space 
opera. Not unexpectedly, she was in for 
quite a revelation when she rented the 
theatrical feature in preparation for her 
upcoming saeen test. “I went, “Starbuck's a 
guyl’ I had to rewind it five times to make 
sure. I don’t think it sunk in." 

The sex change notwithstanding, 
Sackhoff still saw enormous potential for 
her portrayal of the character. The actress’ 
goal was to combine elements of Dirk 
Benedict's original roguish performance 
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with a modem representation of women in 
combat 

“I didn't want to copy what Dirk had 
done," she says. 1 wanted to try and make it 
my own, but I took a lot of the sarcasm and 
the goofir^ around and things like that 
from his character. I think that my inspira- 
tion came from Linda HamOton in 
Tirminator 2. Maybe not so much the drama 
behind her character, because that's a 
completely different movie, but her physi- 
cal appearance and the way that she carried 
herself with a lot of confidence and just tons 
of strength. I also watched GJ. fane with 
Demi Moore, because I think she is great in 
that movie. What I tried to do was watch a 
lot of stror^ female roles, where they were 
thrown into an arena where a guy would 
usually be.” 

Of course, some things are easier for 
guys to do. “1 have always been athletic, but 
I never thought I would have to do 250 
push-ups in one day for a scene where I am 
in jail. I had a trainer, actually. I didn’t have 
to do them at once, which was nice. I did 1 5. 
got like, a two-minute break, and had to do 
1 5 more. So by the time it was over, my arms 
were shaking and my whole upper body 
hurt for three days after that. That almost 
killed me.” 

The original series depicted protagonists 
Starbuck and Apollo (played in 1978 by 
Richard Hatch) as close-knit pilots who 
embarked on a series of grand adventures. 
Since the announcement several months 
ago that the new Starbuck would be female, 
fan speculation over the nature of the rela- 
tionship between her and the 2003 Apollo 
(played by Jamie Bamher) has nm rampant. 
Although Sackhoff says it's too early to say 
for certain, should Galactica go to series, she 
believes the rapport between the duo will 
remain strictly professional 

■Tt's very buddy-buddy," she says. “T think 
they have a respect for each other and they 
have a past, but that past isn't necessarily 
romantic. It is very much like two friends 
that fly together and respect each other. 
When you have a man and a woman, you 
can’t take away a physical attraction, that's 
always going to he there, I think, but it does- 
n't have to interfere.” 

'T think that just in the way that I 
approached some of the scenes." she offers, 



“there may be a little bit of sexual tension, 
but I don't think they are ever going to actu- 
ally act on it I think that if Starbuck does 
end up with someone, I think it will be 
someone else. There was a joke going 
around the Galactica set that Boomer, 
played by Grace Park, and Starbuck are 


only got to know her — fan reaction to the 
decision to reim^ine Starbuck as a female 
has been less than amicable. In addition to 
vitriolic diatribes on the Ket, Sackhoff 
received a number of e-mails attacking her 
personally for her involvement in the series. 

“I haven’t had an overabundance of it, 


just what it is. They are just letting off steam, 
and it’s a lot easier to let off steam on the 
Internet when I am not standing right in 
front of you. I do take it at fece value." 

Though Sackhoff readily acknowledges 
fan misgivings, she also hopes that they 
will give the new Starbuck a chance. The

going to have a relationship. I’m okay with 
that.

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From supermodel to Cylon, Galactica star Tricia Heifer 
conquers the known universe. By Steven A. Simak 



IF -nUOA HELPER REALLY IS A KILLE R

THAT If we ultiinately have to be dominated 
and destroyed, we’re willing to give this tall 
and sultry Nordic-esque beauty the job. 

Heifer plays the malevolent Number Six 
in the radical rethink of Battkstar Galactica, 
the epic miniseiies (and possible series 
pilot) currently airing on the Sci Fi Channel, 
and she’ll get even more retro as the feather- 
haired Farrah Fawcett for N'BC’s upcoming 
behind-the-hair docudrama about the clas- 
sic 1970s jiggle TV series Charlie’s Angels. 

The Donalda, Alberta, native has come a 
long way — from humble beginnings as a 
shy, reserved teenager to her status as a 
world-renowned fashion model. For close to 
a decade. Heifer walked the runways for 
Christian Dior, Givenchy, Claude Montana, 
Emanuel Ungaro and other top fashion 
designers. The Elite model graced the covers 
of such magazines as Elk, Arnica Italia and 
Cosmopolitan UK. and in 1992 was voted the 
Ford Supermodel of the World, a title that is 
rumored to come with eerie powers, like 
being able to cloud men's minds and stuff. 
That’s what we’ve heard, anyway. 

Heifer successfully made the switch 
from modeling to acting in 2001, when she 
landed her first role opposite Luke Perry in 
the pilot episode of Showtime’s apocalyptic 
feremiak That was followed in early 2002 by 
a memorable guest appearance on the hit 
TV series CSI: Crime Seem InvestigatioTi In 
the emotionally charged episode, “The 




Hunger Artist," Heifer portrayed a disturbed 
teen model who mutilates her own face. "I 
have seen the side of girls getting really 
messed up about body image and so forth, 
so I found it interesting," the actress says. "It 
was really emotional to play, because I really 
had to go to the extreme emotionally of 
what would make a person do this.” 

That Quistmas, the actress received the 
script for Sci Fi Channel’s BattlestarGalacrica. 
The remake of the infamous 1978 space 
opera follows a fleet of survivors after the 
annihilation of their civilization by the 
robotic Cylons- Heifer auditioned for the 
pivotal role of Number Six. a humanoid 
Cylon undercover agent who romances 
scientist Gains Balter (played by fames Callis) 
into allowing her access to key defense 
systems. (Is it just us or are women always 
trying to get access to key defense systems?) 

After trying out with two other potential 
Baltars, Heifer's last audition was with British 
actor James Callis. At 5-feet, lo-inches, Heifer 
is roughly three inches taller than Calhs. 
Although the actress thought this would be 





were closer in height and that made us both 
feel more comfortable, but it still has the 
element they were looking for." 

As Heifer recalls, the role was still in 
development when she auditioned “It was a 
hard character, because 1 don't think they 
quite knew what they wanted for it. At first, 
they wanted her quite robotic and a seduc- 


was. "We love her; she's great, but we are 
looking for a name.’ So when it came back to 
me and I ultimately ended up getting it, I 
was very happy because it was a little bit of 
a pat on the back, like, “Yes, I can do this!”’ 

Heifer was interested in developing Six 
beyond the simplicity of being an “evil 
robot.” Not that there's anything wrong 
with being an evil, sexp robot, but she 
wanted to make the character complex and, 
ironically, somewhat vulnerable. 

“1 liked playing with the idea that 
Number Six was almost made too human," 
the actress says. 'It's almost like a little kid 
without the enthusiasm, but a little kid 
learning emotions. I tried to have Number 
Six have some sort of vulnerability and 
emotion, but yet not There is one scene 
where Baltar walks away feom her and kind 
of snubs her, and you can see in her eyes that 
she is experiencing something, but she 
doesn’t quite know what it is." 

Heifer used her experience as a model to 
assist her in creating distinctive movements 
for the malevolent exttaterrestrial charac-

Now ffiafs cross-generational appeal. 

Stefani went totally femme fatale on us in the 
video for No Doubfs cover of Talk Talk’s "ft's My 
Life," in which she played a 1930s vamp who 
murders her bandmates in order to go solo. But 
in classic film nc«r fashion, her plot goes awry and 
tie singer finds herself on trial for her life. 

What else is ccxdI about Gwen? Well, for one 


thing — like us — she’s an old-school video game 
geek, "I played Fragger and Ms. Pac-Man — I 
come from that school,” the singer says. "You 
know, Intelliwsion and that kind of thing, but ttie 
boys play games all Bie time on the bus. I don’t 
know friat I have the eye+iand coordination it 
takes. But everyone around me are these game 
people. Definitely [guitarisfl Tom [Dumonfi and 
[bassisC Tony [Kanafl. Tony was just telling me a 
story about how one of his friends who’s a doctor 
is totally into this game. He knows all the secrets, 
memonzed the levels by heart, whatever. The 
dude’s wife was like, 'What are you doing playing 
this game? You’re a doctor, a man.’ The guy 
knows Tony plays them, so he had to call him to 
figure out this one part he got stuck on. Some 
people never turn these things off ... it’s hilarious 
to me. I guess I’m just not that much of an obses- 
sivecompuisive. Once in a while I'll try one, but I 
get really frustrated... technology isn't really my 
friend, which can be a real problem in a world 
filled with it, I’m not the most cutting-edge person 
in toe worid." 

Nonsense, Gwen! 

Stefani says her driving force is still her band, 
which wrapped up a world tour in conjunction with 
the release of its latest album, Rock Steady, and 
had a greatest hits collection released in 
November. ‘The exciting thing about working on 
this project is that ifs incredible to have been in a 
band for 15 years and see how toe face of toe 
music industry has changed so much over time," 
Gwen says. That goes double for how far it has 
come, in terms of being a priori^ in people’s 
lives. Music will always be there, but there’s so 
many other things you can do now growing up, so 
toe business has had to branch out and look to 
new avenues to get toe message across to 
people. Wiat I mean is that as a young kid, you 
might discover certain music for the first time on 
a TV commercial, during a movie or in a video 
game. Whetoer watching a popular television 
show or playing a favorite game, people can wind 
up hearing the same track over and over. A lot of 
times, I overhear something in the loop like this, 
and ttiese become my favorite songs." 

While the singer admits she isn’t as obsessed 
with gaming as her fellow band members, she 
does find sitting on the couch more rewarding 
than getting outside for some fresh air. “I’m not 
into physical exertion for amusement," she says. 
"I get enough of that onstage during perfor- 
mances. I'm such a lazybones. I like being lazy 
and lounging around the house for hours on end. 
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You should see how adept I am at clicking a 
remote. Ifs an inborn talent, and I do get lote of 
practice.” 

And despite her image, Gwen, who married 
Bush frontman Gavin Rossdale last year, claims 
to be more of a nice giri than a femme fatale; 
“I’m completely benign — not aggressive at all. 
I’ve never even been in a fight. Atoough one 
time, I did have this dream where I was kicking 
the crap out of everyone, but I’ve never raised 
a fist in real life. I get all my aggression out on 
stage, by writing songs and performing toem. 
Ifs a great way to relieve anxiety, i just wish 
more people had the opportunity to channel 
their anger out toe same way instead of caus- 
ing trouble." 

She does admit toat the stress of touring 
sometimes brings out her aggressive side. ‘While 
packingforour tour, I wanted to smack just about 
everyone who came near!" she laughs. "Ifs been a 
really long, hard year. Don’t get me wrong, ifs also 
been an amazing time for us, but singing, touring, 
doing promotional appearances and shift really 
takes a lot CHJt of you. The success of our records 
has been really exciting for toe band, because 


none of us expected it. But toe grind never ends. 
We haven’t slowed down in a long time. So there I 
was, trying to pack to go tour, aam in toe clothes 
1 needed to get married in, and stuff in some extra 
clothes for my honeymoon, and I was like, ‘How 
am I going to jam all tils stuff in here? At that 
point, I was ready to punch someone’s lights out.” 

Reflecting on her success, Gwen notes she 
had considerably lesser aspirations. "Honestly, 
since high school, one of my dreams was to be 
toe voice of toe Kentucky Fried Chicken girl and, 
like, sing all those jingles and stuff. I thought I'd 
be very good. But I was lucky... instead of doing 
commercials, now I'm doing records. Maybe it 
was fate — I just wasn’t meant to wear a 
chicken suit" 

A chicken suit? Is she joking? Gwen claims 
she really doesn’t do jokes. "I know a couple of 
nasty ones, but I can’t tell ’em," she admits. “I 
tour with all boys, so you can only imagine toe 
kind of stuff I’m exposed to. It toughens you up. 
But I'm really bad at telling jokes and always say 
the punchline at the wrong time. Thafs not me, 
I just can’t go off the cuff. I’m a more deliberate 
type of person, which is probably why I write 
songs instead of freestyle them." She has 
managed to work her sense of humor into a few 
songs, though. “When I was younger, my 
brother and I used to write funny stuff. There 
was one called ‘Pizza, Coke and Ice Cream,’ all 
about food toat rhymes. We were only 16 when 
we wrote it. There’s a song called 'Ache' on our 
first record, thafs about getting your wisdom 
teeth pulled... 1 didn't write it, but my brother 
wrote it. He’s toe kind of guy that would go out 
and cut the rose bushes and have to write a tune 
about rt, and I was the little sister who would 
have to sing it. You could say I’ve been taken 
advantage of." 

Now that the singer has kept No Doubt going 
for 15 years she says she's beginning to feel a 
strange sensation; age. "Everyone is really tired 
really early and can’t go out and party the way we 
used to," she admits. That was bizarre to see my 
band be, like, 'Oh, my God, I have to go to bed,’ 
These guys have been consistently going out 
since Return of Saturn, but since Tragic Kingdom, 
they haven’t gone out since we've worked so 
much. On Return of Saturn, it was different, they 
would have a dance party backstage every single 
night. 1 could never keep up with toat. Pressures 
of getting older and all.” 

You're not getting older, Gwen, you’re only 
getting better.

Does anyone personify the “vamp'’ 
better than Gina Gershon? Ever 
since her tirst screen appearances 
in Red Heat and Cocktail, we’ve 
been wondering who the hell fills 
sultry, raverrhaired vixen is. But it 
wasn't unfil her tour de force 
perfcmiance as manipulative bad 
girl Cristal Connors in Paul 
Verhoeven's cinematic masterpiece 
Showgirls that we truly began to 
appreciate the dark, dirfy and 
hypnotic appeal that is Gina. 

With that downright nasfy, 
crooked smile, elegantiy arched 
eyebrows, a head of hair that 
seems to have come straight out 
of film noir and a body that looks 
like it could drain you like a 
succubus, Gina’s entire presence 
screams "bad girl," It didn't hurt 
that her nasty chemistry with 


blonde rival Elizabeth Berkley in 
Showgirls and her later turn oppo- 
site Jennifer Tilly in the 
Wachowskis' thriller Bound qualify 
as some of the greatest lesbian 
eroticism ever screened at a multi- 
plex. Even in a piece of pure drivel 
like tile Sly Stallone racecar disas- 
ter Driven, Gina lights up the 
screen. This year, we get to see 
her in the outre import 
demonlover and as a rocker girl 
who swings both ways in Prey for 
Rock Si Roll. 

In order to get into the whole 
girl-rocker vibe, tattoos were a 
must. "I designed all my tattoos," 
Gina says. "I think tattoos are kind 
of a road map to someone's 
personality. It was a great way to 
help define her character by 
choosing her tattoos, where she 
got them, what they meant, and 
you could have old school tattoos 
that were a little bit angrier and 


newer ones that were a little bit 
softer," Ail ttiose tats were fake, 
though "I can’t commit to a tattoo 
myself.

— some movies I get on the set 
and realize I'm just going to have 
to have fun between me and me." 

Gershon did a lot of self-amus- 
ing during Showgi'ris, on which 
she clashed with director Paul 
Verhoeven. "We had a hard time, 
because I think he's used to 
controlling actresses more and 
when he figured out he couldn’t 
control me it drove him crazy," 
she recalls. “But we eventually 
learned to respect each other and 
work with each other. I adore him 

— we definitely did battle on the 
set, though, and I think he kind of 
chooses somebody or the set to 
do battle with, and I’m rot a very 
confrontational kind of person. If 
I'm playing a character like that, 
thafs my job."

Kicking vampiric ass as Faith or Buffy the Vampire Slayer, waving her 
pon>poms in Bring (t On or travelling backward in time to try and prevent 
certain murders from occurring on Tru Calling just seems like another day 
in the life of Eliza Dushku. And whether she's tapping into her dark side or 
playing someone a little lighter, all of it is somehow related to v^o she is 
as a person at any given moment. 

"It depends or what comes up, where I am and what I’m giving off," 
Biza says. "Sometimes they seem to be different manifestations of my 
different personalities. I think we all do have interesting people in us. 1 try 
to mix it up, keep it fin, keep it real, keep it interesting," 

Eliza, who was born on Dec. 30, 1980, made her acting debut in 
1992’s That Night.

A member of Hong Kong’s royal family 
of action-cinema superstars, Yuan is the 
daughter of Pei-pei Cheng, one of Asia’s 
reigning kung fu queens — perhaps best 
known to U.S. audiences for her exceptional 
performance as the evil Jade Fox in 
Crouching Tiger, Hidden Dragon 

Bom and raised in California, Yuan was a 



natural performer, but shied away from 
acting in favor of training as a rhythm 
gymnast for the U.S. Olympic team, a jour- 
ney she began at age 8. 

“It was six or seven hours of training 
each and every day." she recalls, “and I loved 
training— I loved getting beaten up! I really 
need that energy in my life.” 

Though a back injury ended her dream. 
Yuan still trains regularly — under the guid- 
ance of famed fitness guru Gunnar Peterson 
— but her goal has shifted from athletic 


glory to establishing her acting career, 
which she launched in 1996. 

Putting her gymnastics training to use 
while working as a choreographer. Yuan cut 
her acting teeth with TV roles, including 
gigs on Beoerli; Hills 902 10, Baywatch, NYPD 
Blue and her longtime family friend Sammo 
Hung’s series Martial Law. Yuan traveled to 
Hong Kong to co-star with Sammo and her 
mother in the 2002 period action film Flying 
Dragon, Leaping Tiger (which is well docu- 
mented in FF io;o6). 

While no actress wants to be accused of 
nepotism, Yuan is deeply grateful of the 
many ways her mother has provided her 
with a strong role model, not to mention the 
opportunities Pei-pei has helped create for 
her dai^hter, as was the- case with one 
recent Hollywood megafilm. 

With a mix of excitement and sheepish- 
ness, Yuan explains, “I’d met Ang Lee while 
my mother was filming Crouching Tiger, of 
coune, and there was this tiny, tiny little 
part in The Hulk for a nurse in a scene with 
Eric Bana and Jennifer Connelly... I suppose 
100 other actresses tried out for it, but I got 
the part" 

Of course, the catering bill on The Hulk 
was probably bigger than the combined 
bu(^ets of the films Yuan had made up to 
this point Tt was really interesting to see 
how a huge movie like that works in 
comparison to the other films I’ve done,” 
she describes. “We were shooting at 
Universal Studios, and they built this amaz- 
ingly detailed set, whereas on my other 
films I was literally getting my wardrobe 
from my own closet But every movie is 
different. People always ask me how things 
are different shooting in Hong Kong in 
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comparison to Hollywood” 

Yuan's breakout role was more than a bit unusuaL playing the 
part of a beautiful corpse in the 2002 horror-mystery anthology 
Three, in the segment “Going Home" directed by Peter Chan. 

“That was an amazing experience because of the director," Yuan 
says. 'I’m not really a fan of Hong Kong movies — I’ve never felt 
that they were of the style that Tm into, which is more artistic and 
independent in nature, which is very creative as opposed to being 
commercial. Most of the films you see are very quickly produced, 
low-budget martial arts films, and ‘low budget’ in Hong Kong is like 
map low budget, though they do some amazing things with what 
they have to work with. So while that style just isn't what IVe been 
into, there was one director I’d admired, Peter Chan, who did one of 
my favorite movies — Comades: Almost a Love Stoty — and has won 
many awards. Steven Spielberg has even been talking to him about 
a project" 

While one might not expect that playing a corpse would 
gamer accolades, Yuan's “lifeless” work earned her a 2003 Hong 
Kong Film Award for Best New Performer. She credits Chan for 
helping her shape her performance; “Every day we were shooting, 
he told to play her more and more 'dead.' And the way he 
explained it helped me tap into feelings about this bad relation- 
ship I’d once had — one that made me feel like I was dead, like I 
was a zombie.” 

Yuan then traveled to Bucharest, Romania, to co-star with Brit 
actress Alexandra Staden in Miramax’s comic-book adaptation My 
Name is Mo^stp; A Modesty Blaise Adventure, directed by From Dusk 
Til Dawn 2 helraer Scott Spiegel. 

Based on the Peter O’Donnell comic strip that began its run in 
the X960S, Modest has the raven-haired thief-tumed-heroine deal- 
ing with a hostage crisis in the Balkans. The action all takes place in 
one night as we’re being held and have to escape,” Yuan explains, 
“and Modesty and I bond because I stay behind to help. I sort of 
become her sidekick — last year was my year to play the sidekick, 
which was cool because you learn how important a supporting role 
can be. I don’t want to be a sidekick forever, but there’s a lot of flavor 
to those parts, and it was really fun, in part because it wasn’t a role 
written for an Asian girl to play, but they gave me the chance and 
brought me oven" 

Yuan had won the part on the strength of her work in Flying 
Dragon, Leaping Tiger: ‘Mramax had bought that film [to distrib- 
ute], liked my work and knew that 1 spoke English - - they distrib- 
ute a lot of martial arts movies, and not all the actresses in them 
can speak English very well’ And Cantonese. Mandarin, Russian 
and Bulgarian, with French classes starting soon. 

Yuan adds that her turn in Modesty also revealed a trend, in 
terms of how each of her characters has evolved, “I guess I look 
fragile, like 1 might break down under pressure, but I’ve been able 
to prove that Pm stronger than I look. I think that a lot of the 
movies I’ve done over the last three years have always been char- 
acters who looked like they were weak and couldn’t take care of 
[themselves], but each director I worked with changed the parts 
just a little bit so I became stronger. Looks can be deceiving. 

"Working with Scott was so much fun,” she says with a smile.

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“He’s really funny and joined the project at 
the last minute — everything was last 
minute — but the experience was fantas- 
tic. And that’s what I'm looking for in my 
career right now. It's great that it will be 
released [later this year through Miramax], 
and I hope it does well, but that would just 
be icing on the cake for me." 

Yuan subsequently arrived in Australia 
to film the World War 11 epic TheGreatRaid 
for director John Dahl, starring Benjamin 
Bratt, James Branco and Joseph Feinnes. “It’s 
a huge war picture with hundreds of 
soldiers," Yuan says, detailing its real-life 
story regarding the daring r945 rescue of 
American soldien held in a Japanese prison 
camp. “And there are only three women in 
the whole story - - Connie Nielsen, Natalie 
Mendoza and me. I was there for about six 
weeks, and it was just fantastic. At the end 
of the shoot, we went to Shanghai to do a 
scene set in Manila. I'll be interested to see 
it, because it was such a huge undertaking." 

With a smUe, Yuan describes, “It’s funny, 
some of my worst experiences on projects 
result in my best work. So enjoying myself 
on the set really isn't something I think 
about anymore. You just have to take what- 
ever you can and do your best with it" 

Having recently traveled to Thailand to 
shoot The £pe 2 - the sequel to Oxide and 
Danny Pang’s surprise horror hit — Yuan 
sees a certain irony in her success as an 
actress in Asia. "Over there, they look at me 
as a foreigner, which I kind of like," admits 
the actress, who is rumored to soon join the 
cast of Alias opposite Jennifer Gamer. "That 
makes me special over there, just the same 
as I'm special here. But that can make things 
hard as well, because sometimes they just 
want the ’normal’ girl — whatever that may 
be.” Whatever indeed 

1 suppose I could have just moved to 
Hong BCong at the very beginning of my 
career and only done Hong Kong films and 
been my mother's daughter. But I didn't 
want that and still don't I want to make it 
on my own, which will only make us both 
mote proud of whatever I accomplish. I 
know Fve been blessed with the support I've 
had from my mother and father and the rest 
of my family, now it’s just all up to me to 
make something more of it" flf

TO PARAPHRASE SOMETHING ONCE 
SAID BY AN INDIANA BASKETBALL 
COACH. IF HAVING DEDEE PFEIFFER 
SHOW YOU HER TATTOOS IN THE 
MIDDLE OF A CROWDED RESTAURANT 
IS INEViTABLE, YOU MIGHT AS WELL SIT 
THERE AND ENJOY IT. Nevertheless, as 
this tawny and energetic actress starts 
directing her attention to the part of her 
anatomy where we know she has a tattoo, 
suspense begins to build — especially since 
there are two burly cops seated at a table 
behind her.

Dillon. Our ears prick up at the mention of 
Sean Young, who once marched into a 
Warner Bros, office dressed as Catwoman 
when she was anglii^ for a part in Batman 
Retun^s. Isn’t she... you know... a little crazy? 
That doesn’t bother Dedee in the slightest. 
“I’m excited!” the actress insists. “Because 
I'm just as crazy, so I’m gonna be like, 'Bring 
it on, baby!”’ 

Dedee Pfeiffer brings it on, alright She’s 
known for everything &:om early appear- 
ances in such movies as Vamp and The 
Allnighier to regular appearances on such 
TV sitcoms as Cpbill and the WB’s For Your 
LoiK, right on down to a cover story and 
layout in a 2002 issue of Flapbop. 

"They approached me many years 
before — before serious actresses did 
P/apfcop,” Pfeiffer says about her appearance 
in the grandaddy of all men’s magazines. "I 
felt like I needed a facelift in my career and I 
saw all these people coining out with 
tattoos and piercings — Angelina jolie and 
all these crazy, wild people being accepted 
for their wildness, and I was always the wild 
Pfeiffer child 

“But I had to suppress that wildness in 
the publicity sense because of respect for 
Michelle and because she was very quiet 
and shy, and I felt a lot of my publicity 
people wanted to [angle] my publicity like I 
was Michelle and be very cautious and care- 
ful But I realized it didn’t do me any good, 
and all these other people were out there 
saying, ‘Hey, this is me, take it or leave it.' 
That’s always been my attitude." 

Pfeiffer didn't want to do the typical 
Plapboy glamour shoot, so she gave the 
photography session her own twist. “We got 
a black male model, and I did shots with 
him, because I’m very much into breaking 
down color and racial lines,” she says. “So it 
wasn't just about, ‘Look at me naked’ It was 
about, 'Look at the times in which we live 
in.’ It was my way of saying I embrace all 
people of ah colors. It could have been a 
woman for that ntatter with me, but I loved 
the idea of an interracial shoot in Playboy." 

Though the actress went au naturale in 
Playboy, she exposed just a little skin in her 
previous film roles. “It’s called partial 
nudity," she explains. 'Tou’re holding your 
breasts and you just see the side of that or 



your lower back or the top of the crack of 
your butt. Pd never done nudity, so it was 
very scary for me. I was very cold — I was 
inside a studio, but when you’re butt-ass 
naked, it's cold! And when you’re cold, it’s 
hard to act like you're not nervous — when 
you’re cold and nervous, it’s hard to relax on 
film, so the first few Playboy pictures were a 


little stiff. You start with the bra and panties, 
and there was a crew of five people all work- 
ing — not like a panel of people staring at 
me. But it was still scary. What I did in my 
mind was portray a kind of caricature of 
myself, something like what I do when I'm 
acting, and when I started doing that the 
pictures started coming out better. Even 
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butt-ass naked I wanted ray personality to 
come throt^h." 

Pfeiffer also lets her personality come 
through in a noir film called Double Exposure 
that’s currently making the rounds on cable. 
The movie contains a positively stellar 
lesbian scene between the actress and 
Jennifer Gatti 

"That was my very first love scene, and it 
was with a woman," Pfeiffer points out. “1 
thought it was a great script, Claudia 
Hoover, the director, was really good. It was 
a film noir, and I loved the idea of for my 
first time on screen doing a love scene and 
having it be with another woman. Let’s 
shake things up a bit — I’m kind of out 
there." 

But as much as she loved the idea, actu- 
ally filming a love scene with another 
woman with a full aew around was a chal- 
lenge for Pfeiffer. “We both were really 
nervous in the sense that it's embarrassing,” 
she says. "What I do with my personal life, 
whatever, but when it comes to being a 
professional in front of other people it 
becomes a whole different dynamic. When 
you’re naked with another woman in front 
of a bunch of other people at 8 a.m., it’s not

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the most sexy thing. People say, "Wow, it 
looks really sexy" — it’s called acting. You 
have to act Idon'tknowaboutyou, but if Pm 
going to kick it with another girl it’s not 
going to be at eight in the morning, cold, 
before brealdast — it’s going to be on a 
Saturday n^ht at lo o’clock after a glass of 
wine or something. So for people to look at 
that scene and say, “Wow, that was sexy. I was 
turned on,’ my reaction is to say, Thank you,' 
because what you really are watching is two 
actresses. Jennifer was engaged and plan- 
ning her wedding list while we were doing 
that scene. I thought that was hysteiicaL" 

Sadly, Pfeiffer didn’t get it on with any 
other women in her first film. Vamp, 
although she did get to meet the seemingly 
immortal Grace Jones. “Vamp is my baby. I 
can’t tell you who I worked with last week, 
but I can tell you who I worked with on that 
film, because it was one of the highlights of 
my professional life." 

Singer and performance artist Jones — 
best known for her gender-bending roles in 
the James Bond adventure A View to a Kill 
and Conan the Destroyer — played a striking 
African vampire in the movie. “She was very 
wild, which was great for that role, the lead 
vampiress. She was very nice — 1 remember 
shaking her hand and thirikii^ she was 
going to tear my hand off because she 
looked so tough, and it was actually very 
soft and gentle for a handshake.” 

Pfeiffer can be pretty soft herself, but she 
doesn’t shy away from doing action if the 
role calls for it “Pve had to do a couple of 
stunts, not big ones,” she says. "There was 
one movie where I’m running down a dirt 
road in these big heels and a tight skirt and 
I’m running away from the bad guy at too 
miles an hour, [then] I body slam ofr the car, 
bounce off of it and roll down a hill. And I 
did it time and time again — then the guy 
grabs me and starts wrestling me, and they 
said it looked like a pit bull and a rottweiler 
because I don't fight like a normal girl. I just 
went after him like a guy. And he was ahuge 
guy. He said, 'Honey, you can’t hurt me.' but 
when he got up he was scratched and 
scuffed and messed up. Pm very athletic and 
I talked to stunt guys, so I knew how to sell 
it I always try to do my own stunts." 

Maybe this athleticism traces its way 
back to the actress' high-school failure to 


make the cheerleading team. "I tried to do 
the cheerleader thing, but 1 failed dismally." 
she remembers. T got nervous and messed 
up on the cheer. I got very bitter and, of 
course, I hated all the cheerleaders.” 

Unfortunately, Pfeiffer says making it as 
an actress can be almost as tough as making 
the cheerleading squad. "One of the tough- 
est things to handle is all the rejection," she 
admits. Tou're told ‘NO’ 500 times before 


you get your first 'YES.' I can’t tell you how 
many times I've wanted to quit, but at the 
same time you say, 'Are you gonna get me? 
Hell no!' Pm such a stubborn Capricorn that 
Pll be damned if someone’s goii^ to make 
me run away and cry — I want to go in there 
and say, ‘Dedee Fuckin' Pfeiffer, nice to meet 
you. Let’s rock and roll.’ All I can control is 
how I perform that day, and the rest is up to 
the gods.” HI

Peaches recently passed on the opportu- 
nity to collaborate with Brimey Spears on 
the pop tart’s new album for fear that 
anything she did would be heavily 
censored, but later jumped at the chance to 
contribute an intro rap to the song “Oh My 
God,” on Pink’s latest album, Dy This.

[Read the 
dramatic story in FF 12.5 — Ed] i just 
want to drink myself into oblivion, but i 
can’t, i’m finishing a short zombie film 
tonight, and i’m also shooting a big dance 
sequence tomorrow as bjork — wearing 
that swan dress — for an indie film parody 
of indie films called my big fat independmt 
mooie. and after finishing that, i go to austin, 
texas, to finish shooting the next tommy lee 
jones movie. 

no bvin’, but a lot ’0 worldri. 
at least i love all of the projects i’m doing, 
i have no right to be morose, but i’m still too 
lazy to use capital letters, maybe my editor 


will do it for me. [Sorry, no. — Ed] 

the zombie film i’m shooting is an 
episode of chris tallmaris series timebelt for 
channelioi.com. (just go to their web site 
and it will all be lovingly explained, and 
make sure to check out dan haimon and 
jack black in computerman, one of their 
other series.) 

in the short, i play colonel jocelyn 
anchor of the united states special forces, a 
futuristic zombie killer, apparently, i'm one 
of the last surviving humans on a postapoc- 


alyptic earth, it's a great part, and i made my 
own costume, i started by tearing up an 
expensive bebe sweater, i don’t even know 
why i bought it it was black, faux military 
— which is a terrible direction for fashion to 
go in, ESPECIALLY because we are at war 
and, trust me, bush is full of crap, our own 
troops are still being blown up so, yes. we 
are still at war. 

but if i think it's so wrong, why did i buy 
it? because my break-up left me feeling ugly 
and sad, and i was vulnerable to those damn 
bebe salesgirls who told me i looked hot in a 
stupid, overpriced sweater, (see why i'm so 
morose? two trashy, twentysomething 
whores convinced me to buy fake military 
feshion! of course i want to drinl?!) 

the test of my costume includes a pair of 


sexy stiletto boots i bought in Vancouver, a 
holster and ammo belt, goggles, an 
awesome wrist-compass and the best- 
lookin' fake glock ever, for that final touch 
of authenticity, i painted its red this-is-a- 
fake-gun tip with black nail polish.

fm a little wound up. 

as a girl, you end up depending on your 
vibrator when you are “going it alone.” (you 
guys do it, too, so don't look at me like I’m 
some freak.) women love the things, and 
there are a million kinds, too — including

surrounded by sharks in a storm with only a 
dildo. that would be the worst.. 

well, as i said before, i'm also acting in 
cheer up, the new tommy lee jones movie, i 
don't want to spoil it, but some crazy shit 
happens to some sexy university of texas 
cheerleaders in this movie, tommy lee jones 
plays a bad-as texas ranger, and i play the 
cheerleading coach, bitsy beauregard. 

when i read the script, bitsy was small, 
middle-aged and blonde, i went to the audi- 
tion because i had nothing better to do that 
day. i knew i would never get the part, so i 
just made myself laugh by playing her as a 
man-hungry nutcase, and they hired me. 

i kept thinking that tommy lee was 
going to fire me, but he hasn't (yet), and i 



know that for sure because given that this is 
a big-budget studio movie, they keep fed- 
exing me the new pages of the script from 
austin, texas, for SCENES TM NOT EVEN 
IN. this is one reason why hollywood movie 
budgets are so bloated. 

tommy lee is tail and just as craggy and 
intimidating — and therefore strangely 
sexy — as you might imagine him to be. 
women go bonkers for tommy lee, but then 
they also go bonkers for tommy lee from 
motley criie, too. so if you want your son to 
get a lot of action, maybe you should name 
him tommy lee. or you could rename your- 
self tommy lee and see what happens over 
the course of a few months, would you do 
that for me, just as an experiment? 

tommy lee looked so perplexed when i 
met him, probably because in the script ray 
character is described so diffeiently from 
what i look like, for our scene, he walks up 
to me after i get out of my car. he says. 'Islah, 
blah, blah." and i reply, “blah, blah, blah." he 
gets in his truck and drives away, and we 
shot the scene so fast that i thought they 
weren't getting the coverage they needed to 
cut it together, so either this director is a 
godlike creature who knows what he wants 
or tommy lee wants me fired — or he 
wanted to speed things up so he could get 
some ribs, i don’t know, you’ll know in my 
next column if i was indeed fired or perhaps 
currently dating tommy lee jones. (is he 
married? iwoifld never date a married man.) 
my god. i ramble like amadwoman... 
when the editors gave me this gig, they 
said that they wanted a sex column, i told 
them i was more comfortable with "gender 
relations’ and “ the woman’s point of view" 
— though i don’t even successfully covet 
those things, do i? and this magazine calls 
me a SEXPERT even though i’m not even 
having any sex. (don’t you feel ripped off?) 
yes, i talked about dfldos and vibrators, but i 
didn’t really offer any tips or other informa-

Fortunately, Shatner was able to main- 
tain his cook “I had a guide behind me and 
there was another way out in the woods to 
drive the bear down toward me. The guide 
said, ‘He'll probably come to the center here. 
He'll stand up and be around nine feet tall, 
and he'll look around and probably come 
across the river bed' All I had was this bow 
and a litde aluminum arrow with a razor- 
blade on it. Now. rd arrived in Anchorage a 
week or so earlier, and at the airport I 
happened to see a couple of men being 
taken out of a plane on stretchers. I asked 
what happened to them, and was told They 
had been out huntir^ brown bears.’ 

“So I was really nervous. We’d spent a 
weelc trying to track a bear and. standing 
there, waiting for it to come out of the 
woods, 1 thought I was going to lose it And 
finally the bear did appear and he did stand 
up and he was nine feet tall, and instead of 


ing. The taking of a life of any kind is ^3inst 
the principles that Fve had since then, so I 
learned a hi^e lesson in the appreciation of 
what life means and the significance of life." 

Surprisingly, there was a time in the 
actor's career — post-Tfek — when he was 
living out of the back of a pickup truck, 
driving from theater to theater and surviv- 
ing off the meager wages he earned from 
stage performances in an attempt to 
support his three daughters. 

“Life is drcula^” Shatner offers. “What 
goes up comes down and what goes down 
comes up, and you become accustomed to 



many men and women who are heroic — 
you can go into any country and point to 
them. Our special operations soldiers [in 
Iraq and Afghanistan], for example. These 
guys are all heroes. They speak multiple 
languages and are versed in psychology, so 
that rather than shoot somebody, they’ll try 
to disarm them with intelligence. Over and 
above all that, they have the ability to fight 
and endure and even rebuild a country." 

But Shatner’s ultimate hero is one of 
antiquity; Alexander the Great, whom he 
portrayed in an ambitious TV pilot made 
several years before Star Trek 

“Alexander was the perfect example of 
the Greek ideal, which was the soldier- 
philosopher,” the actor says. “They are men 
who are brave and physical yet also have the 
intellect to understand the forces involved.. 
Not only does he understand philosophi- 
cally what’s happening, why this event has 
befallen his people, but he has the sense of 
history and the knowledge to fight it with 
strategy as well as physical! ty. 

“Alexander was taught by Aristotle, one 
of the great intellects of history, and

coming toward me he turned away toward 
this dry riverbed So instead of the bear 
cha^ng me, I charged the bear.

Shatner found the bear some time later. 
It was dead but it was in the brush and the 
breeze was making the brush move and it 
looked like it was still breathing, so we 
didn’t dare approach it That’s how ominous 
a aeature it was." 

Before you attack Shatner for messing 
with the animal kingdom, he wants you to 
know that killing that bear changed his life. 

"My respect, in the Indian sense, for the 
bear was such that I have mourned that 
animal all my life since," he says with 
gemune sonow. “1 felt so badly diat I killed 
this magnificent entity that 1 gave up himt- 


the level of your life. You can luxuriate in 
one room if that’s all there is. If you've come 
from livingin a mansion down to one room 
you think you were in the depths of poverty, 
and mourn for ail that was for a while. And 
then, after a time, you’d start dunking, This 
isn’t a bad room’ And it’s fine again. 

Teople without limbs, people without 
sight somehow habituate. People who 
mourn the loss of their loved ones, they 
somehow manage and habituate — that's 
the nature of humanity. It's all a matter of 
adaptability. Obviously, some people are 
never going to adapt so they die, either liter- 
ally or figuratively. But most people will 
adapt and survive,” 

Shatner has played a lot of heroes in his 
time, and says you don’t have to look too far 
in real life to find one. This world is filled 
with heroes," he insists. This era has so 


conquered the known world with strategies 
that had never been used before, including 
one called called the Alexandrian 
Enfoldment In it. the wings of the army 
hold firm while the center collapses and the 
enemy charges, and then you enfold them.” 

With a chuckle, he adds. “I’ve often used 
that one while playing paintball.” 

Shatner's is such a classic American pres- 
ence that some may be shocked to know 
that he's not American at all He’s Canadian, 
yet he moves among us, bis great difference 
undetected. But not to worry. “Canadians 
are a gentler, more polite version of 
Americans,” he says. 

“But they have everythii^," he adds with 
a suggestively upraised eyebrow, "and prob- 
ably more than Americans."
